A s Auto Overturns 


A 22-year-old Navy veteran and 
college 
football 
player 
whose 
mother and sister live in San 
Rafael, was killed 
early today 
when his convertible overturned 
on the winding Kern River road 
near Bakersfield. 


The college student was George 
B. Minahan, 22, son of Mrs. Laura 
Minahan of 5 West End avenue 
and brother of Mrs. Harold Web­ 
er of 1543 Fifth avenue, both San 
Rafael. 


Minahan, who was recently re­ 


leased from the Navy was attend­ 
ing Bakersfield 
Junior College 
and lived in Marin for only brief 
visits. His family had lived in the 
county for about ttfo years. 


Two passengers in the conver­ 
tible wrere injured in L-2 accident. 


Riding with Minahan were Ter­ 
rence E. O’Connell, 18, of Castro 
Valley and Joe M. Lizarrago, 21, 
of Bakersfield, both members of 
last year’s football squad at the 
junior 
college. 
Coach 
Homer 
Beatty said Minahan wras a lead­ 


ing candidate for quarterback on 
the football team. 
Deputy Coroner Ross Jones said 
the accident occurred at a curve 
on the winding Kern River road 
near Hart Memorial Park, 10 miles 
northeast of Bakersfield. 
O'Connell was haspitr’ized with 
a serious neck injury. Lizarrago 
was treated for a scalp cut and 
released.

M ajor changes in administrative 
and teaching personnel for next 
year’s school term were announc­ 
ed today by San Rafael Schools 
Supt. Frank L. Lucas. 
The 
announcements, which in­ 
clude a new administrative assist­ 
ant for San R afael High School 
and a new full-time principal for 
E Street Elementary School, were 
made 
after 
a 
closed personnel 
meeting of the school board last 
Tuesday. 
Lucas 
said 
a full-time person 
from outside the district is being 
sought to assist with the admini­ 
stration of the high school. He 
said he already has talked with 
some possible candidates, but that 
there 
probably 
w’ould be no im­ 
mediate decision on a man to fill 
the post. The new administrator 
probably would work directly out 
of the superintendent’s office and 
“if proven to be acceptable at the 
• time, will succeed the principal 
(Edwin A. Wells) upon his retire­ 
ment,” Lucas declared. 
The board decided to assign a 
full-time principar for the increas­ 
ing problem at E Street School 
and said “a fresh point of view” 
should be carried to the “difficult 
assignment.”

Dixie School 
District Asks 
Merger Study 


Dixie School District north of 
San Rafael last night called for a 
study of its situation to determine 
whether It should remain as an 
individual district or be annexed 
to an adjacent district. 
The three-member board of di­ 
rectors voted unanimously for th» 
study on the motion of Board 
Secretary Mrs. Mary Silveira. The 
request was directed to the Marin 
County Redistricting Committee. 
“The board is out to find the 
best educational plan to follow’,” 
explained Dennie Willis, superin­ 
tendent of the Dixie School Dis­ 
trict. 
“Board members felt they need 
more help on planning and as­ 
sistance by skilled people.” 
Currently operated by the dis­ 
trict is the one-classroom Dixie 
School on Highway 101, opposite 
St. Vincent’s School for Boys, and 
a two-classroom school in tempor­ 
ary building at Terra Linda. The 
Bernard Hoffman School at Terra 
Linda 
is currently 
under con­ 
struction while another is plan­ 
ned for the Marinwood subdivision 
on the former Teixeira Ranch. 
Residents in the district w’ill 
vote on a $950,000 bond issue and 
$3,000,000 state loan on May 20. 
Directors also instructed the su­ 
perintendent to mail letters to 
each new home owner in Terra 
Linda requesting information on 
the number of children expected 
to attend schools. 


Italian Parliament 
Elects President 
ROME (/P) — Giovanni Gronchi, 
67, leader of the left wing element 
of 
Italy’s 
majority 
Christian 
Democrat 
Party, 
wras 
elected 
Italy’s second President today. 
Gronchi, a World War II resist­ 
ance leader, was elected on the 
fourth ballot at a joint session 
of Parliament. Three previous bal­ 
lots, taken yesterday, had failed 
to find a successor to 81-year-old 
Luigi Einaudi, first President of 
the republic.

Approve Tract 


Darrell Kent, a Novato resident 
for the past three and one-half 
years, was elected president of the 
North Marin Planning Committee 
last night, replacing Lyman Stan ­ 
ton who has held the post for 
more than two years. Kent is a 
carpenter and lives at 695 Orange 
avenue. 
Planners granted 
approval to 
Holiday Manor, a 142-home sub­ 
division being developed by Ernest 
Kettenhofen (developer of Nova­ 
to’s Marin Village) on South No­ 
vato boulevard. 
They moved to 
grant two variances requested by 
Kettenhofen—for maximum street 
grades of 17.5 per cent and 20 per 
cent. 
“The 20 per cent grade will prob­ 
ably be lower,” said Kettenhofen, 
who was present at the meeting, 
“but we were afraid to show it on 
the map in case rock Interfered 
with the plan.” 


RAISE OBJECTIONS 


But planners raised 
objection 
to the tract’s plan 
for tw’o-foot 
strips between sidewalks and curbs. 
They recommended that Ketten­ 
hofen widen sidewralks to four or 
five feet. Outgoing President Stan ­ 
ton criticized a recent subdivision 
trend to two-feet or narrower dirt 
strips outside the sidewalks. “ It s 
difficult to water or garden those 
strips and they’ll turn into brown 
dirt—an eyesore,” he said. 
Planners noted that 
the sub­ 
division offers no recreation site 
but had no comment to make. “I ’ve 
tried donating a recreation site 
before—at Marin Village,” Ketten­ 
hofen said, 
“but no one would 
take the responsibility for m ain­ 
taining it.” 
“I am holding a possible school 
site at the rear of the subdivision 
on Kettenhofen property,” *he said. 
The committee joined the county 
planning commission in disapprov­ 
ing L. P. Thompson’s request for 
heavy industrial zoning for Deer 
Island lane in the 
Olive avenue 
area. 
Thompson wishes to con­ 
struct a cement pipe plant on 17 
acres for which he has requested 
rezoning from agricultural 
use. 
He was turned down “because the 
industry would be considered spot 
zoning and does not fit in with 
the North Marin master p1*n.”

Marin's Lawmen Given 


Gamma Ray Detectors 


A boxlike gizmo being distribut­ 
ed in Marin will ten whether resi­ 
dents “head for the hills” or re­ 
main in the area in case of a nu­ 
clear explosion. 
Marin Civil Defense Coordinator 
Col. E. Carl Engelhart said the 
“radector,” a gamma ray detector, 
is “absolutely necessary” in event 
of an atomic explosion. The radio­ 
logical instrument would be used 
to determine whether or not it’s 
safe to remain in the area after an 
explosion. 
The 
13 “radecators,” purchased 
by the state Office of Civil Defense 
at a cost of approximately $100 
apiece and being distributed by 
Engelhart, 
will 
be 
installed 
in 
squad cars of Marin’s nine cities 


and 
four cars from the sheriff’s 
office. 
Engelhart 
said 
officers of the 
Corte Madera, Larkspur, San An- 
selmo, 
Fairfax, 
Mill Valley and 
San 
Rafael 
police 
departments 
have already picked up the instru­ 
ments 
and 
learned 
how to use 
them. 
Ion chambers measure radiologi­ 
cal contamination- caused by an 
explosion of an atomic or hydro­ 
gen bomb in roentgens. Engelhart 
pointed out the reading must be 
interpreted in terms of the time 
the explosion occurred and when 
the reading was taken in order 
to determine the safety of the 
area in which the reading wras 
taken.

the span congestion problem. 
The high-speed ferries, Gorline 
predicted, w’ould be based at Sau- 
salito and/or Tiburon and would 
carry 3,000 to 4,000 passensers dur­ 
ing peak hours.

The meeting was 
held at Hamie’s Chuck Wagon. 
Pointing to M arin’s tremendous 
population growth, Lang repeated 
the axiom that the county needs

For comparison purposes. Myers 
chose to compare Joplin, Mo., re­ 
tail business district with Stones­ 
town. Per square foot of store 
space in Joplin, retail stores do 
$25 business per year.

Myers said M arin's more than 
100,000 people have $133 million 
annual income, of which some $93 
million is potential retail sales 
money. But only $63 million is 
spent in the county. Nearly $30 
million a year is sper.t outside 
Marin and is "lost” to the coun­ 
ty’s economy, he continued. 
Myers advised that if Marin 
doesn’t build a regional shopping 
center soon, Napa may. He said he 
had heard rumors of interest for 
a shopping center in that area. 
Checks 
of 
automobiles 
at 
Stonestown shows that a 
large 
number of shoppers go there from 
seven Bay Area counties includ­ 
ing Marin. 


“If Marin had such a shopping 


center, it would draw trade from 
Sonoma and Napa counties,” said 
Myers.

Skipper Raker, arriving to 
see just a bouncing yellow dot 
on the horizon, hired the fishing 
boat Sea Hag to take him and 
the other three crewmen to the 
raft’s side. 
And then the fun began all over 
again. 
It started earlier when Baker 
delayed the starting time of the 
raft, hoping for less wind. He and 
three crewmen 
arrived for the 
later starting time. 


HALL ON HAND 


But Baker had planned to shove 
off at 5.30 a.m. so First Mate Hall 
was on hand to go out with the 
tide. Baker and crew didn’t show, 
so shortly after 7 a.m., Hall said 
“We can’t wait any longer. We 
have to take advantage of the 
tide.” 
Although other crew members 
accepted Hall’s explanation for the 
earlier start, there were rumors 
that fears of another subpena, pos­ 
sibly for unpaid bills, had sent the 
raft away. 
The Lehi’s two 16-horsepower 
outboard motors took the bulky 
craft out into the channel where 
the charter fishing boat Sea Bee 
took her in tow and headed for the 
open sea.

SAN FRANCISCO (/P)—Califor­ 
nia’s entire polio inoculation pro­ 
gram—halted in most areas—was 
to be reviewed by the State Board 
of Health at a meeting in Berkeley 
I today. 
A full report on all vaccine de­ 
velopments will be given to board 
members. 
Dr. Malcolm H. Merrell, 
state 
director of public health, said the j 
board was expected to outline a 
specific policy in efforts to clear 
up statewide confusion. 
The confusion resulted from ill­ 
ness of 12 California youngsters 
and several in other states follow­ 
ing inoculations. (See stories, on 
page 14.) 
Two federal experts 
on 
virus 
diseases arrived at Berkeley yes­ 
terday to aid in the laboratory 
checkup. 
Dr. Robert K. Cutter, president 
of Cutter Laboratories wh;ch m an­ 
ufactured the serum, commented: 
“In a thing of this kind, there is 
only one thing to do—run down 
every possible clue. We are getting 
back every bit of the vaccine 
as 


quickly as we ran, and re-testing 
has already begun.” 
There were some signs the mas» 


vaccination 
nrogram 
might 
got 
under way again soon. 
Replacements for the vaccin® 
produced by Cutter were on the 
way. Los Angeles* 
among 
other 
cities, was figuring on possible re­ 
sumption of injections. 
However, the alarm 
raised by 
the infections 
stopped 
the im­ 
munization program in many areas. 
Marin planned to go ahead with 
its program, beginning May 9. 
I* knocked out for this year at 
least and perhaps indefinitely the 
mass vaccination program in Oak­ 
land.

SAN FRANCISCO (^P)—’The state 
Supreme Court today reversed a 
superior court judge and ordered 
life sentences for twro men who 
kidnaped

estate man, for 
$500,000 ransom. 
Harold Jackson had been sen­ 
tenced to death and his partner. 
Joseph Lear, to life imprisonment 
by Superior Judge Twain Michael- 
sen. 
The high court in a 4-3 decision 
ruled there was no evidence of 
bodily harm to the victim within 
the meaning of California’s Little 
Lindbergh Law. 
The jury wdiich convicted Jack ­ 
son and Lear had decreed the 
death penalty. 
The court ruling today noted 
that the only evidence of injury 
to Moskovitz was a slight im pair­ 
ment of circulation when his wrists 
were bound with chains.

Russia's Peace Offensive 
Spreads Net For Japan 


SO QUIET 'ROUND HERE 


Soviet Russia, already have taken steps 
that appear to promise a peace treatv with 
Austria, is at the same time taking steps to 
end its formal state of war with Japan. 
J.ast September, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vvacheslov \ . Molotov said that Russia was 
ready to restore normal relations between 
the two countries. 
And the preliminary 
negotiations, while impeded by a disagree­ 
ment o \r r the site for peace discussions, seem 
to have been undisturbed by the replace­ 
ment of Georgi M. Malenkov by Marshal 
Nicolai A. Bulganin as Soviet Premier, 
Japan now agrees to holding the talks in 
London, which Russia has been reported to 
base suggested as an alternative site to New 
York. Russia did not want to hold the dis­ 
cussions in New York, as Japan had urged, 
presumably because of the possibility of 
American influence. T h e Soviet I nion par­ 
ticipated in the conference at San Francisco 
in 1951 which led to the peace treatv between 
Japan and the Western powers, but did not 


sign the treaty. 
Japan did not want to send representa­ 
tives to Moscow or to hold talks in 1 okyo. 
Japan in particular does not want to recog­ 
nize the Russian mission in d okyo which 
lost its official status after the San Francisco 


treaty. 
Russia’s sincerity in making peace with 
Japan, as well as with Austria, must be 
tested by the course of eventual negotiations. 
In aiming for peace with a neutralized 
Austria, Russia is reported to be trying to 
influence Germany to abandon rearmament 


and to become neutral. In aiming for peace 
with Japan, Russia would be trying at the 
verv least to neutralize an important power 


in the Pacific. 
President Eisenhower on June 22 told the 
National Editorial Association in Washing­ 
ton that preservation of a free Japan was 
the cornerstone of U.S. policy in Asia. W ith 
Japan under Soviet contiol, said Eisenhower, 
the Pacific would be “a Communist lake. 
What has Russia to offer Japan in return 
for neutiality in the cold war.-' Obviously 
Japan will seek Soviet support for a Japanese 


application for membership in the United 
Nations, where Japan is now represented 


onlv bv an observer. 
Also, Russia could offer the return of the 
Habomai and Shikotan islands, occupied bv 
the Reds since World War II. And Japan 
would like to have back as well the Kuriles 
and the southern half of Sakhalin Island, 
over which Japan surrendered sovereignty at 
San Francisco, in conformity with the World 
W ar II Yalta agreements. 
Even if Russia gave up only the first two 
islands named, the U.S. might well be embar­ 
rassed, in a propaganda sense, in staying on 


at Okinawa. 
Other concessions, perhaps more easy to 
negotiate and easier for Russia to make, 
would 
include 
release of Japanese 
war 
prisoners, restoration of favorable terms of 
trade, and granting of fishing rights in north­ 
ern waters. W ho’s to be the long-range gainer 
in these negotiations? Of one thing you can 
be sure, it won’t be the United States.

Russia Caneéis Again 


Last year, groups of British businessmen went 
to Moscow and returned with glowing reports of 
new trade possibilities and sizable stacks of orders 
for goods and machinery. To meet the promise of 
increased 
trade, western nations reduced the 
number of items they had agreed not to ship to 
Russia. 
Last year, former Premier Malenkov promised 
the Russian people substantial increase in con­ 
sumer goods. Consumer goods factories would be 
increased, he said, and in a few months there 
would be a flow of the good things of life. 
The British Board of Trade has just put out a 
report that knocks both these promises on the

head. Russia, says the boord, has been busy noti­ 
fying British manufacturers and exporters that it 
plans to cancel millions of dollars worth of these 
orders.

It’s rescinding its 
agreements to buy. Consumer goods and the ma­ 
chinery for making them are the chief victims.

“I have been resurrected by 
this idea,” said Harvey Greens­ 
pan, former six-ulcer man. At 
42, Greenspan a financial gen­ 
ius, cashed in his chips, figuring 
he would soon die. Now at 61 he 
has chipped in his cash—some 
$400,000—to pioneer in the mar­ 
keting of a new vitamin-rich 
fruit 
juice 
concentrate 
made 
from a little-known Puerto Rican 
cherry called the acerola. 


“IT IS MY latest and maybe 
my last romance,” he said cheer­ 
fully during a visit here. 
“But 
however it turns out, it is more 
fun than buying 
chorus 
girls 
jewelry. I don’t want that kind 
of romance.” 


Greenspan learned the bitter 
way the trouble that can come 
from pursuing the 
dollar 
too 
hard for its own sake. 


He worked his way through 
Columbia University here, spe­ 


cializing in business law. At 30 
he had his own financial firm. 
For the next dozen 
years 
he 
worked himself ragged flitting 
back and forth across the coun­ 
try 
buying, 
reorganizing 
and 
selling corporations. One day in 
1936 he collapsed. In addition to 
wealth he had piled up six king- 
size ulcers. 


“I HAD MORE 
ulcers 
than 
freckles,” he recalled. “A doctor 
told me that if I didn’t under­ 
go an operation for the removal 
of my stomach I’d die. 
Greenspan thought it over and 
decided he’d rather die than part 
with his stomach. He sold out 
his business interests and moved 
to Florida, figuring “I might as 
well be warm while I was dying.” 
“I decided I’d better do all the 
things I’d wanted to do and 
hadn’t found time. One thing 
I’d always wanted was a home 
of my own on an island. I told 
an architect to build me one, and 
be quick about it. He did and I 
furnished it just 
the 
way 
I 
thought it should be. 


“I TOOK GOOD care of my

ulcers. For two years I did noth­ 
ing but loaf and fish. Then I be­ 
gan to fear I’d die of boredom.

business 
really wTas my romance in life, 
but I hadn’t been looking at it 
from that angle. 


“I SWORE THAT if I ever got 
well, I’d be the busiest — and 
happiest—man in 48 states. And 
I am.” 
Greenspan never

quered all his ulcers but, as he 
says, “We worked out an agree­ 
ment so we’d be able to get along 
together on a basis of mutual 
respect.” 
In a few years Greenspan, now 
board chairman of the Bib Cor­ 
poration, became a citrus mag­ 
nate. In keeping with his new 
philosophy, 
his 
office 
in 
his 
Lakeland, Fia., canning plant is 
in a kitchen, where he directs 
operations from a comfortable 
arm chair. The telephone is in 
the next room. 


IN 1949 WHILE developing a 
citrus concentrate that could be

R. 
Wilson 
of 
the 
American Medical Assn. in Chi­ 
cago.

“I just picked it up and 
shot craps with $400,000 to see if 
it would work.”

trees, 
25.000 more planted. This year 
he expects to market six million 
cans of apple juice blended with 
acerola concentrate, estimates a 
market of 24 million cans within 
another few years, but sees no 
prospect of the product drying 
up the nation’s thirst for orange 
Juice.

Cold War Enters New Phase Of 


Potentially Productive Negotiators 


The cold war is visibly enter­ 
ing a new phase in both Europe 
and the Pacific, the phase of un­ 
certain, but potentially produc­ 
tive negotiation. 
The reason the negotiations— 
with the Soviets and very possib­ 
ly with the Chinese Communists 
over Formosa *— are uncertain is 
that we cannot be sure whether 
the Communists want to nego­ 
tiate or only appear to negotiate. 
The reason the talks may be 
productive is that they are com­ 
ing into being at a time of gath­ 
ering strength in the West, par­ 
ticularly in Europe and to some 
degree in the Pacific. 


THIS IS WHY as wise and 
cautious a man as Sen. Walter 
F. George, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, told the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors that “now is 
the time . . . now is the time to 
talk.” 
Two events preceded Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai’s declara­ 
tion that the Red Chinese would 
like “to enter into negotiations 
with the United S a te s to discuss 
especially relaxing tension in the 
Formosa area.” 
First was America’s continu­ 
ing and now united determina­ 
tion to defend Formosa against 
attack — a determination that 
was unmoved by 
Chou’s 
noisy 
propaganda 
that 
the 
Seventh 
Fleet better get out of the way 
because the 
Communists 
were 
coming. 
Second was the evidence that 
the Afro-Asian conference was 
not in the hands of the Nehru- 
Chou neutralist-Communist axis 
and that a large number of the 
nations attending the Bandung 
conference were vigorously pro­ 
testing Communist colonialism as 
much as they were European co­ 
lonialism. 


THE CLIMATE 
at 
Bandung 
certainly caused Chou to make 
an outward if not a substantive 
gesture in proposing direct ne­ 
gotiations with the U.S. He had 
to counter the anti-Communist 
criticism and he did it by stress­ 
ing that he did not want war 
with the U.S. 
Later Chou, while repeating his 
wish to negotiate, insisted that 
Peiping would not give up its 
“sovereign right to liberate For­ 
mosa.” This may not be a har­ 
rier to useful 
negotiation. 
The 
U.S. has contended that neither 
the Chinese Nationalists nor the 
Chinese Communists need aban­ 
don their claims as long as they 
abandon the use of force to rea­ 
lize them. 
Potentially valuable cold-war 
negotiations over Formosa are in 


prospect and they are coming 
under circumstances which could 
remove the danger of war in the 
Formosa Strait. 


THE 
CIRCUMSTANCES 
are 
more favorable in Europe. Soviet 
Foreign 
Minister Molotov has 
asked for a meeting of foreign 
ministers to discuss the Austrian 
peace treaty and Soviet Premier 
Bulganin has again advocated a 
Big Four 
conference 
“at the 
summit” to ease cold-war ten­ 
sions around the world. 


This new Soviet will to nego­ 
tiate did not spring into being 
by itself. It was propelled. It was 
propelled by two events each of 
which the Kremlin strenuously 
sought to avoid. They were: (1) 
the ratification of the European 
defense pacts by all six partici­ 
pating countries and (2) the en­ 
trance of a re-armed Germany 
into NATO as a sovereign equal. 


The ink was hardly dry on the 
defense pacts when Moscow in­ 
vited the Austrian chancellor to 
talk over a 
peace 
treaty, 
the 
principal provision of which the 
allies had accepted several years 
ago but which the Soviets kept 
delaying. 


No utopia is around the corner. 
Only 
a 
beginning. 
As 
Sen. 
George put it to the editors last 
week: “I say now that out of a 
world conference can come, not 
a final solution, but a first step, 
which could lead to a second and 
third step towards the solution 
of some of the problems of our 
present time.”

PARIS (*P) — There are two 
things in this world the Soviet 
regime fears more than anything 
else. One is all-out war. The 
other is all-out peace. 
This is the opinion of compe­ 
tent Western 
observers 
around 
the rim of the Iron Curtain in 
Europe today. They put it this 
way: 
1—The retreat of Communist 
parties in Europe behind a “sOft 
line” denotes Soviet worry over 
the possibility that Moscow may 
stumble into the all-out war it 
dreads at 
this 
moment. 
Most 
likely it would spell the end of 
Soviet communism. , 
2—-Eruptions of international 
tension betray Soviet worry that 
the appearance of world peace 
surely would revive pressure from 
the Soviet population for a fair­ 
er share of the economy. That 
probably would lead to the rise 
of a new and far more radical 
Malenkov. 


IF IT WERE a matter of Eu­ 
rope 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
alone, 
say 
the 
experts, 
the 
chances of war would be less to­ 
day than at any time n the five 
years since the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization was born. 
But there remains the sputtering 
fuse in Asia. 
The idea that any war in any 
part of the world might turn into 
a general conflict is regarded as 
a powerful reason for Moscow to 
lay a 
restraining 
hand upon 
Communist China. 
Formosa is already valuable to 
the Communist world as a ready 
source of international tension 
when tension is regarded as nec­ 
essary for the accomplishment of 
immediate 
Red 
purposes. The 
threat to “liberate” Formosa by 
force is enough to create the 
tension. But an attempt to carry 
out the threat could explode the 
possibility of ultimate disaster. 


ASIDE FROM the threat in 
Asia, the other 
factors 
which 
could touch off world conflict 
are desperation, fear, miscalcu­ 
lation or actident. NATO is in 
the process of building strong de­ 
terrents to the first three and de­ 
fense against the fourth. 
Across the middle of Europe 
and deep into the Middle East a 
line has been drawn. It runs 
from the arctic through the mid­ 
dle of Germany. By means of the 
Balkan pact of Greece, Yugo­ 
slavia and Turkey, it rims Yugo­ 
slavia and links up with NATO 
again on the West's right flank 
in Turkey. There another link is 
established, through the British- 
Turkish-Iraqi 
pact, 
l i n k i n g 
NATO’s defenses with those of 
Britain in the Middle East. 
The Russians dare not tres­ 
pass across 
that 
line 
without 
risking a shower of hell on earth 
from a mighty combination of 
strategic air power. 
Moscow', say the military ex­ 
perts, is not likely in the near fu­ 
ture to launch any military at­ 
tack westward. 


NATO HAS MADE tremendous 
strides. There is no complacency 
among the officers of the 14 na­ 
tions in the alliance. But there 
is rising confidence. 
In 
northern 
Greece, 
within 
sight of Communist borders, an 
officer told me: “Our Communist 
neighbors will not attack us un­ 
less they are sure they will win. 
I think with the help of our al­ 
lies, we can keep them unsure.” 
In Turkey: “We Turks have 
seen the Russians, before. We 
are ready.” 
In Italy: “They may run a 
steamroller over some of us. But 
they’ll know they’ve been in a 
fight.” 


At British Mideast headquar­ 
ters: “The fact that you might 
not see land or air forces on all 
hands doesn’t mean they won’t 
be there. If and whenever the 
time comes they are needed, they 
will be there, in vast power.” 


YET 
THE 
PROBLEMS 
are 
manifold. Nationalism, instabil­ 
ity, deep-rooted suspicions and 
hostilities throw obstacles in the 
way of any integrated Middle 
East defense system. Greece and 
Italy could become wreak links in 
the NATO chain should political 
instability return to those coun­ 
tries. Turkey’s monumental eco­ 
nomic problems are a source of 
deep 
concern 
to

States, which since 1947 has in­ 
vested a billion dollars in Turk­ 
ish military defense. 
The best that can be elicited 
about the role of Yugoslavia in 
the Balkan defense pact is that 
she 
represents 
a 
“reasonable 
gamble.” If President Tito should 
be toppled, a reassessment of Yu­ 
goslavia’s position would be re­ 
quired. 
At NATO 
headquarters, 
the 
primary concern is arming 
13 
German divisions and integrat­ 
ing them writh NATO land forces. 
There must be a German army 
in being, the experts say, with 
its structure adapted to the con­ 
tingency 
of 
nuclear 
warfare. 
Otherwise Germany represents a 
dangerous vacuum in Europe. 


NATO STRATEGY is to de­ 
fend as far to the east as possi­ 
ble. There w’ould be no trading 
of space for time in this plan­ 
ning, no idea of giving up Den­ 
mark and the Low Countries for 
a delaying or holding action. But 
Germany is necessary for such 
defense planning. 
Backed by Allied strategic air 
power, dispersed and in depth, 
there are forces in Europe today 
w'hich represent a deterrent to 
Soviet 
aggressive 
action. 
One 
NATO spokesman reports that 
the NATO nations could put 100 
divisions into the field within 30 
days of a mobilization order. 
The Soviet Union and Euro­ 
pean 
satellites probably could 
put 400 divisions — more than 
300 of them Russian—into the 
field in “M plus 30.” Of the satel­ 
lite troops, estimates are that 
perhaps 50 per cent would be un­ 
reliable. 
Russian air power seems stab­ 
ilized at 20,000 warplanes of all 
types. But Russian development 
of the later Western types of 
long and medium-range bomb­ 
ers has not advanced beyond the 
prototype stage, the experts say. 


HOWEVER, the Soviet change­ 
over to jet fighters has been 
rapid, and today almost all So­ 
viet fighters are jet types. Sim ­ 
ilarly, almost 
all 
Soviet 
light 
bombers are jets now. 
Satellite air forces now are 50 
per cent jet. Two years ago the 
figure was only 10 per cent. It 
probably W'ill rise to 80 per cent 
in 1956, indicating a degree of 
reliability of satellite air forces 
from the Soviet standpoint. 
But NATO’s bombers are be­ 
coming bigger and longer-rang* 
all the time, permitting a large 
degree of dispersal of strategic 
air power. That factor remains 
the outstanding deterrent to any 
Soviet aggression in Europe. 
As long 
as 
the 
Communist 
world cannot feel sure it has a 
sufficient margin of superiority, 
the deterrent will 
remain, 
the 
military experts believe, and the 
Soviet Union will be forced to 
confine itself to the political at­ 
tack. One of the greatest fears 
expressed by the military lead­ 
ers is that complacency will de­ 
velop on the political front.

No Armchair General

TOKYO (/P)—At Dayton, Ohio, 
last year a tall, lean, soft-spoken 
general climbed into the cockpit 
of a captured R ussian-built M IG 
jet fighter plane. 
Off he took, and for the next 
half hour he rocketed th a t MIG 
through the Ohio skies. 
“I wanted to see w hat it could 
do," the general said after a per­ 
fect landing. 
T h at’s the way he operates— 
Gen. 
Earle E. Partridge, com­ 
m ander of the F ar East Air Forces, 
wrho on June 1 becomes the new 
continental air defense com m and­ 
er in the United States. 
FIRST HAND DATA 
Partridge likes to get his infor­ 
m ation first hand. 
In the K orean W ar, as com­ 
m ander of the 5th Air Force, he 
racked up more th an 300 combat 
hours in one year flying over Com­ 
m unist lines, seeing w hat the en­ 
emy was doing and assessing the 
damage wrought by U.S. air raids. 
To his new job of protecting 
the United States from enemy air 
attack, Partridge takes years of 
experience in air combat, com­ 
m and, adm inistration and in re­ 
search and development of new 
planes and weapons. 
He was an enlisted infantry en­ 
gineer in W orld W ar I. Then he 
went to West Point Since 1925 he 
has been an Air Force pilot. He 
has flown all combat planes the . 
Air Force has in operation, in ­ 
cluding the six-jet B47 Stratojet 
bomber 
In 1936 he was a test pilot at 
W right-Patterson Field, 
Dayton. 
In W oild W ar II he served in 
Africa and then commanded the 
8th Air Force in England and on 
Okinawa. 
In 1952 and 1953 he was head of 
the Air Research and Development 
Command. He used World W ar II 
com bat experience 
and Korean 


W ar experience in directing de­ 
sign and development of m any of 
the Air Force’s top aircraft of to­ 
day as well as guided missiles. 
As F ar East Air Forces com­ 
m ander, he has stressed constant 
alertness and extrem e mobility of 
Air Force units against surprise 
attack. T h at includes: 
1. An early w arning network to 
sound an instant alarm if u n ­ 
friendly planes approach the out­ 
er perim eter of defense. 
2. The deadliest U.S. intercep­ 
tors based where they can knock 
down invaders before 
they get 
w ithin striking distance. 
3. Waves of long-range bombers 
capable of knocking out enemy 
airfields. 
4. G round and operations crews 
ready to move an entire Air Force 
base at a m om ent’s notice. 
In the critical period Just be­ 
fore the Tachen Island evacuation, 
Air Force Sabre Jets moved from 
the Philippines and Okinawa to 
Formosa. They w?ere flying m is­ 
sions an hour after they arrived. 
By the time these Sabres were 
back from their first missions, 
huge C124 Globem aster transport 
planes had 
landed with m ain­ 
tenance crews and equipment. 
In less than 24 hours, two air­ 
fields in Formosa had been turned 
into effective 
operational Sabre 
bases.

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Some Kids Who Get Shots 
Will Get Polio, It's Inevitable

NEW YORK (U.P>—Parents can 
be absolutely positive th a t some 
children who have been vaccinated 
with the Salk anti-polio vaccine 
will be coming down with polio 
all summer long. 
But this won’t m ean th a t the 
vaccine 
failed to protect them 
from polio or th a t the vaccine 
gave them polio. It has to happen 
because of the way polio viruses 
behave inside the hum an body. 
Take the behavior of the viruses: 
They gef into the body, usually 
through the mouth. But nothing 
happens at once, because there 
are not enough viruses to do any­ 
thing. Before anything can h ap ­ 
pen, the invading viruses must 
m ultiply their num bers m any fold. 
T h at m ultiplying usually goes on 
In the gastro-lntestinal tract. It 
takes time. The time it takes is 
called the “incubation period." It 
is usually 10 to 14 days. 
Now suppose a child has polio 
viruses incubating in him. The 
ooctor with the vaccinating needle 
can’t possibly tell because the vi­ 
ruses are not yet in sufficient 
num bers to produce any sign of 
illness. Nor can the vaccine get 
his immunological chem istry func­ 
tioning in high gear soon enough 
to protect him from the viruses 
which are being incubated. 
The 
immuniological chemistry 
of the body is th a t p art of the 
blood-making and blood-m aintain­ 
ing chemistry which produce, and 
keep, in the blood stream the tiny 
particles called anti-bodies which 
make us immune to infectious dis­ 
eases which we have had. 
The purpose of a vaccine is to 
do the same thing as the illness 
would have, but without any of the 
risks of the illness. It, too, stim ­ 
ulates this chem istry into produc­ 
ing enough potent 
and 
lasting 
anti-bodies to protect the bod\ 
from an invasion of the disease- 
causing virus or other infecting 
agents for which it is specific. 
B ut the first “shot” of the Salk 
anti-polio vaccine produces com­ 
paratively 
few 
anti-bodies, 
not 
nearly enough to turn back an 
invasion of live viruses into the 
blood stream . I t m ainly “sets up" 
the immuniological chemistry, as 
a factory is tooled up. The second 
“shot” of vaccine gets the tooled- 
up factory into production, and 
this production m ounts steadily to­ 
w ard a peak which. takes at least 
several weeks. 
Returning to the viruses incu­ 
bating secretly in th e child who 
has just received the first “shot 
of the Salk vaccine, those viruses 
naven’t been touched because they 
are not yet in the blood stream . 
T h at is the “barrier” wrhich they 
m ust cross in order to get to the 
central nervous system and cause 
paralytic polio by attacking nerve 
cells. If the blood s tr e a m is sw arm ­ 
ing with anti-bodies against them , 
they w on't get across the barrier 
when 
the 
Incubation period 
is 
over. 
But the bloom stream won’t be 
swarm ing w ith the anti-bodies on 
the basis of one "shot” of vaccine, 
unless the child already had had 
a case of polio caused by the 
sam e type of virus whicn are in ­ 
cubating th a t had been so light it 
had passed w ithout being noticed. 
Such cases as this hypothetical 


one are bound to happen because 
of the nature of the polio viruses. 
The more consistently warm the 
weather, the more the virus is in 
circulation and so the more polio 
cases there are. T h at is why sum ­ 
mer is the “polio season.” 
The closer to the “season” th a t 
children are vaccinated, the more 
the chance th a t some few of them 
already have polio viruses incu­ 
bating within them . 
And 
when 
you’re 
vaccinating 
children by the tens of thou­ 
sands, there are bound to be cases 
of polio following first “shots” of 


vaccine. These cases won’t mean 
th a t the vaccine failed to protect; 
and they certainly won’t mean 
th a t the vaccine gave them polio. 
Everyone should knowr, too, th at 
I there probably will be some cases 
of paralytic polio among children 
who received two “shots” of vac- 
, cine. Last spring’s mass “evalua- 
1 tion test” showed th at the vaccine 
used then was 80 to 90 per cent 
effective against paralyctic polio, 
which means th a t it was not a 
| preventer of the disease in 10 to 
20 per cent of the vaccinated chil­ 
dren. 


Number Of 'Shot' Kids 


With Polio Now Hits 17 


WASHINGTON (/P) — Califor­ 
nia’s post-inoculation outbreak of 
polio stood at 12 cases today, 
raising 
to 
17 
the num ber of 
treated U.S. children known to 
have contracted the disease. 
But Surgeon General Leonard 
Schlee, who heads the U. S. Pub­ 
lic H ealth Service, reiterated his 
confidence in the Salk polio vac­ 
cine. 
W ithout reference to the vac­ 
cine, the health service said it 
had 
reports of 
106 new 
polio 
cases in 47 states last week, com­ 
pared with 117 for the nation in 
the comparable week last year. 
In a special tabulation, the ser­ 
vice 
listed 11 
cases in 
which 
children who had received their 
first shot of the vaccine had con­ 
tracted polio, but the California 
State H ealth D epartm ent recorded 
six additional cases on which re­ 
ports had not yet reached W ash­ 
ington. 
The total thus included 12 in 
California, two in Idaho includ­ 


ing one fatality, and one each in 
Chicago, Denver and Columbus, 
Ga. 
All except the Georgia child 
had 
received 
inoculations with 
vaccine prepared by the Cutter 
Laboratories of Berkeley. All u n ­ 
used supplies issued by th a t com­ 
pany have been withdrawn. 
A 
“very exhaustive investiga­ 
tion” is now under way to deter­ 
mine w hether the C utter vaccine 
was in any way at fault. 
A spokesman for the National 
Institute of Health 
(NIH) 
em ­ 
phasized th a t “there is as yet no 
proof” th a t the C utter vaccine 
was involved in bringing on the 
disease, but he said if th at should 
turn out to be the case these are 
possibilities: 
1. T hat the vaccine accidentally 
contained some living polio virus 
instead of being made up only of 
killed virus, or 
2. T hat living virus may have 
been dorm ant in the children’s

Charge Of Postal Sick Leave 
Abuse Declared 'Misleading' 


WASHINGTON (TP) — The AFL 
National Federation of Post O f­ 
fice Clerks 
today 
described as 
“m isleading” a report in which 
government investigators charged 
widespread abuse 
of 
sick 
leave 
privileges 
by 
U.S. 
postal 
em ­ 
ployees. 
E. C. Halleack, legislative direc­ 
tor of the clerks federation, said 
there are “thousands” of days of 
accum ulated sick and annual leave 
left unclaimed every year by re­ 
tiring workers. 


“In term s of extra services to 
the taxpayers, not to m ention the 
money savings involved, such re­ 
nunciation runs into the millions 
both in hours and dollars,” he de­ 
clared in a statem ent. 


The report with which Hallbeck 
took issue was filed with the House 
Post Office Committee by the Gov­ 
ernm ent Accounting Office. It was 
released without comment by the 
committee last week. 


A nnual leave is the government, 
equivalent of vacation time. Sick 
leave is intended to be granted 
under the law for specified periods 
only when the employee is sick. 
The GAO report dealt only with 
use of sick leave. 
A federal employee is entitled to 
13 days of sick leave with pay 
each year. This is cumulative, so | 
th a t if an employee has 10 years 
of service he is entitled 
to 
130 
days of such leave less any tim e 
he has taken off for illness. 
The GAO report, coming during 
the congressional controversy over 
postal pay increases, stated th a t 
abuse of sick leave in the Post 
Office D epartm ent was 
costing 
the government millions of dol­ 
lars a year in substitute pay.

I nearly always beg to know how 
it’s done w’henever I like a dish but 
it had never occurred to me th at 
sometime I m ight be presented 
with a bill. W here I come from it’s 
a com pliment to be asked how to 
make something a guest has p ar­ 
ticularly fancied.

Talk On Loyalty Oath 


The third in the current series 
of ACLU m em bership drive “open 
houses” was held in San Rafael 
W ednesday night a t th e hom e of 
Mr. and Mrs. W illiam Lawler of 
35 St. Francis lane.

N orthern California B ranch of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
spoke on the loyalty oath. 
TRACES HISTORY 
Speiser defined the kinds of loy­ 
alty oaths, traced their history, 
prevalence, and use especially in 
California where they m ust be 
taken by civil servants, teachers, 
and institutions and individuals 
norm ally eligible for tax exemp­ 
tions. 
“It is difficult to see how deny­ 
ing tax exemptions to non-signers 
protects the security of the coun­ 
ty,” he said. 
INVERTED DOCTRINE 
According to Speiser the loyalty 
oath together w ith the whole se­ 
curity program which it is sup­ 
posed to im plem ent completely in ­ 
vert our constitutional doctrine of 
“due process of law.” According 
to the constitution citizens in the 
U nited States have always been 
presumed innocent unless proven 
guilty, he said. The loyalty oath 
reverses this since it presumes th a t 
all who do not sign it are guilty 
of disloyalty unless they can prove 
their innocence, he stated. 
Speiser believes th a t the abroga­ 
tion of civil rights which results 
from the loyalty oath requirem ent 
outweighs any possible advantage 
to be gained from dem anding the 
oath.

To Make Noise 


(National Hearing Week b e­ 
gins Sunday.) 


NEW YORK (JP)—P. S. 47 looks 
I like anv other New York sch o o l- 
w eather-w orn brick, flush on a 
busy street between a piano store 
and a moving company. 
B ut inside, in the first class­ 
room you come to, you notice the 
difference. I t’s a nursery, and un­ 
derneath 
the 
surface 
noise 
of 
blaring radio and children bang­ 
ing blocks is ia layer of silence. 
The only voice you hear is the 
teacher’s, purposefully chattering 
away as 
if 
her small 
charges 
could hear every word. If any of 
them talked back to her, it would 
be one of the happiest days of 
her life. 
The best she can hope for is a 
meaningless babble, the beginning 
of a functional voice. 
Public School 47 is New York 
City’s school for deaf arid hard 
of hearing children, the largest in 
the country. It has 550 students, 
from nursery tots to ninth grad­ 
ers. 
Children start in the nursery at 
2 years, 8 months. 
“T h at’s the time we m ust start 
making them conscious of speech,” 
says Mrs. M. C atherine Wilman, 
assistant principal. 
“The 
first 
time 
you 
realize 
you’ve gotten into the child’s m en­ 
tality is when he moves his lips 
like 
yours, 
but 
doesn t 
make 
sound. I t’s a great day and you 
kiss him and make a fuss over 
him .” 
In the nursery all activity is on 
the directed-play level. Banging 
is encouraged and the radio is on 
all day at varying degrees of loud­ 
ness — both for noting the chil­ 
dren’s xeaction. 
M others accompany their chil­ 
dren to the nursery and stay until 
the tots can say goodby easily, 
usually a m atter of a few weeks. 
Teddy bears and dolls scattered 
around the nursery have hearing 
aids to help accustom the child 
to the devices. They are never 
forced on him. Sometimes the cloth 
harness containing the battery is 
worn a m onth before the second 
p art is fitted in the child’s ear. 
Hearing 
aid 
companies 
have 
given the school $10,000 worth of 
equipm ent for children up to 5 
years. After th a t age, it’s up to 
the parents to provide them .

Robert L. Dreyfus of Kentfield; 
W allace Hayes, Mill Valley p h ar­ 
m acist and current board chair­ 
m an, and Edm und J. Thom as of 
S an Anselmo, a veteran of 19 years 
on the board. Thom as wras unable 
to appear on the broadcast. 
b u s i n e s s m a t t e r , t o o 
Fleenor, asserting th a t school 
operation was a business m atter 
as well as an educational m atter, 
cited 
a background which has 
included a business education de- . 
gree from Indiana University, ex- J 
perience in accounting, budgeting 
and buying and m anaging of a 
sm all business. “The problem of 
business m anagem ent,” he said, 
“is an im portant one. Everything 
m ust be 
watched to keep the 
schools efficient as well as eco­ 
nomical.” 
A seventh grade teacher at San | 
Francisco's M arina Junior High, 
Fleenor said he felt th a t the com­ 
bination of educational experience | 
and business know-how made him 
qualified. 
McDougall, center of m any a 
school controversy and once de­ 
feated for election to the Tam 
board, stated blandly, ‘‘I have ran 
for this office before.” 
SERVICE TO PUBLIC 
There are two schools of thought 
in 
the 
Tam alpais Union 
High 
School District, he continued. One 
is th a t the public should be ignor­ 
ed and the other is th a t it should 
be served. “I think the public 
should be served,” he declared. 
In this jegard he cited voter dis­ 
approval of previous bond issues 
for a third high school. He blasted 
th e third site as “too expensive 
since, he said, it is to be built 
on m arshlands a t Larkspur. “There 
is solid 
ground 
available 
else­ 
where,” he said. 
McDougall, throughout th e ses­ 
sion, stoutly denied th a t an em er­ 
gency 
existed 
in 
the 
district. 
W hat’s more, he declared, 
we 
don’t see a program of economy in 
expansion.” 
T he contractor reiterated h i s : 
opposition to w hat he term ed ob­ 
scene and subversive literature in 
high school libraries. He promised, j 
if elected, to get “these type of 
books” out of the libraries. In 
addition, he urged th a t people vote 
no on both bond issues in the 
forthcoming May 20 election. One 
is for $325,000 to bring Tam alpais 
within the state earthquake re­ 
quirem ents and 
another is for 
$640.000 to perm it the district to 
expand its facilities. 
IN LINE OF FIRE 
Dreyfus, 
long-tim e 
critic 
of 
trustees who a t one time said 
he felt th a t if he were going to 
criticize he m ight as well put him ­ 
self in a position to receive the 
same, m aintained th a t it is not 
“im portant th at a trustee have 
children, though just for the rec­ 
ord I have two of them .” 
There is no question, he declar­ 
ed. th a t the district has problems. 
The question is how’ to solve them . 
He accused the present board of ; 
being “woefully inadequate” and 
adm itted he w*as bitterly disap­ 
pointed when Drake High was 
built. The school, he said, was not 
enough for the money put into it. 
W hat’s more, he continued, the 
trustees 
promised 
th a t 
monies 
raised to build Drake would also 
be applied to shoring up Tam­ 
alpais 
buildings. 
"That promise 
has never been kept.” 


! 
The issues on May 20, Dreyfus 
went on. don’t solve the problems; 
“they just postpone them .” Mem­ 
bers of the board of trustees, he 
opined, should have som ething to 
say about how students are educat­ 
ed rath er than leaving the m atter 
to the educators. 
Quiet-speaking Hayes, a resi­ 
dent of Mill Valley for 20 years, 
cited his “deep-seated conviction 
about 
public 
schools.” 
Public 
schools, he said provide our best 
assurance “th a t our w’ay of life 
in the U.S. will continue to be 
free.” Literacy 
and 
the 
ability 
to understand are the keys to this 
freedom, he suggested. The press, 
radio and television, he said, have 
made 
our 
way 
of 
government 
“evolutionary rath er th an revolu­ 
tionary.” 
Hayes declared th a t the chang­ 
ing conditions in school problems 
wrere ever present. In the recent 
population boom in M arin, he said, 
there has been a 50 per cent in ­ 
crease in pupils in grades five 
through eight. The Tam district 
does not now have the space to 
house these children, he said, but 
the district’s expansion p ro g ra m - 
first step of w’hich is due for voter 
approval in May—is designed to 
take care of population increases. 
“I think we have two of the 
best high schools in the state,” 


Hayes went on. He cited flexible 
instruction for students of both 
rapid and retarded m ental ab ­ 
sorption ability. 
A auestion, fired a t McDougall, 
asked, “if you’re opposed to the 
third high school and the bond 
issues, w hat specifically would you 
suggest to m eet the emergency?” 
McDougall 
a g a i n 
m aintained 
there was no emergency and said 
he 
was 
personally 
opposed 
to 
bond issues and taxation. 
Hayes disagreed. You can't build 
a high school in one year, he said, 
adding th a t the best program for 
expansion is the one outlined by 
the district. 


SOLE FINANCE 
Dreyfus declared th a t there was 
only one way to finance schools— 
using taxpayers’ money. B ut good 
buildings can be built w ith a lot 
less money th an they have been. 
Fleenor said 
he 
agreed 
th at 
Drake cost too much. “So did my 
home and so does everything else 
in these times.” He said he had 
inspected Drake and found th at 
it was constructed w ithout frills. 
Candidates 
agreed 
th a t 
they 
were essentially “three-R ’ men 
when it came to education. 
The controversial topic of “ob­ 
scene and subversive, books” came
